She presented council 
with the signatures of 800 
town seniors, in support of a 
44 suite self-contained dev- 
elopment which would give 
St. Albert seniors bachelor 
style accommodation. 

Dr. Bill Cuts and Emile 
LaPlante, president of the 
Senior Citizens Recreation 
Centre, were also in the 
delegation, which expressed 
the wish to be informed on a 
weekly basis on what was 
being finalized on senior 
citizens accommodation. 

Dr. Cuts raised the pro- 
blems of why no site had 
been selected yet, why the 
application for the develop- 


ment had been delayed from 
last December to June this 
year. He also wanted to be 
reassured that St. Albert 
would not miss out when the 
Alberta Housing Commis- 
sion set its budget for 1976. 

He wanted the full co-op- 
eration of the MLA and 
council in this important 


matter. 

“You are the second 
generation to us,’’ said Dr. 
Cuts to Mayor Dick Plain, 
who replied, ‘‘you are surro- 
gate parents then,”’ causing 
a few chuckles.

Town remains open 
on expansion 


**We can pull off if we find 
it’s not the best move.”’ 

So said Councillor Rod 
Throndson at the regular 
meeting of St. Albert town 
council last Monday night as 
MLA Ernie Jamison asked 
council some searching que- 
stions over its move to annex 
in principal some 10 sections 
of land around St. Albert, to 
help increase its tax base. 

Mr. Jamison said he would 
need some figures from St. 
Albert before he could jump 
in with both feet and give the 
town support in its efforts to 
attract industry and thus 
lower the tax burden for its 
residents. 

The MLA also cautioned 
St. Albert that they were 
proposing development, al- 
beit over as much as a 20 
year period, on good agricul- 
tural land. 

He feared that the Ed- 
monton region might develop 
into an urban giant, larger 
than New York at over 400 
square miles, and that what 
had happened down east in 
Toronto and Niagara might 
happen here - we would be 
living in a concrete jungle. 

When Mayor Dick Plain 
pointed out that St. Albert 
and other municipalities had 
been short on government 
compensation, Mr. Jamison 
replied that he had been 
working for years on the 
premise that the sharing of 
benefits from industry 
should be available to al! 

Albertans and not where the 
industry located. He also felt 
that the plan which St. Albert 
had adopted in principal 
would go against the grain of 
the provincial government's 


policy of decentralization. 
Mr. Jamison said that 
while St. Albert might be 
looking for industry, that 
same industry had not been 
knocking at the MD of 
Sturgeon’s door and yet the 
land that the town was 
annexing was under MD 
jurisdiction at the moment.

and programs in each divi- 
sion. 


BOARD NEEDS PARENTS 
VIEWS 


Mr. Munro explained that 
the questionnaire is one 
means of obtaining the opin- 
ions, attitudes and concerns 
of the public which the board 
represents. He felt it incum- 
bent on the board to procure 
as much information as 
possible prior to making de- 
cisions which can affect 
parents, teachers and stu- 
dents. 

He said that in recent 
years there has been a 
general questioning of pre- 
viously accepted practices, 
procedures and curriculum in 
education. Parents, students 
and taxpayers are now 
asking ‘‘Why”’ and it is up to 
school boards and educators 
to come up with a better 
answer than just ‘‘because.”’ 

Mr. Munro emphasized 
the fact that the question- 
naire was not to be used to 
make immediate procedural 
or policy decisions but rather 
to identify general areas of 
concern. He introduced Mrs. 
John Bakker, who had 
volunteered many hours to 
tabulate the questionnaire. 


TABULATION JOB 


According to Mrs. Bakker, 
70S parent-answered ques- 
tionnaires were received by 
her. She divided the ques- 
tionnaires into seven cate- 
gories according to the divi- 
sions in which the parents 
had children attending. The- 
se were coded: A for Ele- 
mentary, B for Junior High, 
and C for Senior High and 
combinations of these cate- 
gories. Mrs. Bakker consid- 
ered these categories neces- 
sary in view of the exper- 
ience of the parents in 
relation to the school divis- 
ions and in view of the age of 
the parents. The report was a 
preliminary one and more 
analysis has yet to be carried 
out. Despite the many hours 
which had been put into it, 
not all the questionnaires 
have yet been tabulated. 
Tabulations were made as 
follows: 

352 A parents of which 131 
were tabulated 

58 B parents all of which 
were tabulated 

148 AB parents none of 
which were tabulated 

33 AC parents all of which 
were tabulated 

58 ABC parents all of 
which were tabvlated 


45 BC parents all of which 
were tabulated 

11 C parents all of which 
were tabulated. 

Mrs. Bakker explained to 
the meeting that she had 
handled the task of tabula- 
ting the questionnaires in a 
manner similar to that used 
in a Gallup Poll. After her 
explanation the trustees and 
administrators discussed the 
results, some of which were 
predictable, others more 
enlightening. The committee 
felt that although the survey 
is not one hundred percent 
complete, the preliminary 
report has opened doors for 
refinement and has iden- 
tified certain trends within 
the community. Some ad- 
ministrators present thought 
that some of the survey 
questions were either lead- 
ing or not specific enough. 
Nevertheless, they agreed 
that a lot of meaningful 
information could be gleaned 
from it and that the exercise 
had been a most worthwhile 
project.

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town’s; also that ‘‘industry 
would come to St. Albert if 
the location is right, whether 
it comes in five or 10 years.”’ 

Mr. Jamison’s main point 
was, if the development of 
the annexation ever took 
place, would there be suffi- 
cient return in relation to all 
the servicing which St. 
Albert would have to provide 
before the bonanza came to 
the hard-pressed taxpayers 
of the town. 

Councillor Barry Breadner 
said that at the moment 
council only had preliminary 
cost estimates, but that 
council and its consultants 
were working on information 
before a referendum took 
place. It was the taxpayers 
who would ultimately let St. 
Albert know if the annexa- 
tion was wanted, said Coun- 
cillor Frank Lukay. 

In answer to a question

by the St. Albert annexation, 
Mayor Dick Plain hoped that 
a compensation device could 
be developed as such a 
formula was not in existance 
now. 


There was also «hope 
expressed by Mr. Jamison 
that St. Albert and the MD of 
Sturgeon could go into a joint 
venture if industry came to 
the annexed portion of land. 

Mayor Dick Plain stressed 
that St. Albert was not acting 
as a developer in this whole 
affair, nor was it usurping 
the private enterprize role - 
even if it might have been 
putting the cart before the 
horse, as the MLA put it. 

Councillor Frank Lukay 
said that St. Albert was not 
looking at heavy industry or 
large packing plants in the 
development. 

While nothing final was 
available as to costs for 
servicing the proposed ann- 
exation, Councillor Myrna 
Fyfe emphasized that all 
these questions (like timing 
for the industrial park 
development) had been ask- 


. ed and that there would be 


the benefit of a reversal of 
traffic flow.

all along to accommodate the 
Sturgeon students.

Between 1960 and 1962 it 
produced several hundred 
recommendations — in six 
volumes — on how to im- 
prove government effi- 
ciency at less cost.

The bureaucrats’ answer 
was to hire consultants to 
re-examine the recommen- 
dations and report back to 
them. Naturally the con- 
sultants weren’t about to 
play down the importance 
of the people who had 
hired them or to recom- 
mend cutting out potential 
future employers -- quite 
the reverse. Both parties 
had the same incentive -- 
not to cut back but to build 
up.

Ten years later the con- 
sultants are still busy, at 
an annual cost of about 
$1 billion in fees alone. The 
result: 443,192 federal 
civil servants in 1974 com- 
pared to 294,750 in 1962. 
That’s about 12,000 more 
every year. We have new 
departments, new divisions 
of old departments, new 
agencies and rmnore and 
more layers of highly paid 
officials regulating every- 
thing from @gg prices to 
bilingual labels. What 
Canada needs is an up- 
dated Glassco report for 


Under the Consumer 
Labelling and Packaging 
Act, all non-food items 
sold in Canada since Sept. 
1, 1975, require bilingual 
labels. The same will apply 
to food items from March 
1, 1976. Last month a 
small Winnipeg oil com- 
pany -- Radio Oil -- was 
threatened with seizure of 
more than $5,000 worth of 
antifreeze because the 
lables were in English only. 
A food importer -- B.L. 
Marks, of Thornhill, Ont. -- 
told the Canadian Federa- 
tion of Independent 
Business that ‘‘a large part 
of our products will dis- 
appear from the market. 
Many of our suppliers will 
not make a separate bilin- 
gual package for Canada.”

When he made arrange- 
ments to offer a study 
course, ‘An Introduction to 
Prayer,’’ Father Charles 
Weckend of Newman College 
on St. Albert Trail really 
didn’t know what the res- 
ponse of the general public 
might be. 

So he was ‘‘surprised’’ 
when about 220 people were 
on hand in the chapel for the 
first program in the series of 
12, held Monday evening, 
September 15, and some 180 
came the second week. ‘‘I 
never before saw so many lay 
people coming toa college 
extension program,’’ comm- 
ented Father Weckend. The 
course concludes December 
8th. 

In this introductory course 
the college is trying to give 
lay people a ‘‘glimpse of all 
that is involved in prayer - a 
subject as broad as life itself, 
for prayer touches the very 
depths of life.’’ 

It is not an easy thing to 
do. The evening course is 
given by the same speakers 
on the college staff and from 
various parts of the country, 
who are presently conducting 
the course on prayer for 
about 40 students at the 
college, devoting three hours 
a week to it. 

For the general public the 
lectures are compressed into 
one hour and time is 
provided for handling written 
questions from those attend- 
ing. 


Seeking inner self through prayer - 
a living force in the seventies? 


Compressing the course, 
and presenting the lectures 
in language and format 
easily understood by the 
general public, presents dif- 
ficulties for the speakers. 
“Some say it is too academic 
- others that it is not deep 
enough,’’ noted Father 
Weckend. However we are 
endeavouring to give people 
a general introduction to the 
various dimensions of prayer 
in this manner, hoping it will 
help answer some of their 
questions and needs, he 
said. 

Father Weckend feels the- 
re are ‘‘a fair number of 
people who want to re- 
discover prayer, to find their 
inner selves, to make contact 
with God on the deepest 
level. 

People are worried about 
their children and families, 
he said, so the theological 
college must ask ‘‘what do 
we have to offer.’’ Young 
people are getting away from 
prayer - why? Older ones are 
wondering how to pray - and 
how to teach their children to 
pray. People are presently 
experiencing a renewed need 
for prayer, Father Wecken 
feels, and they are wonder- 
ing how to deal with it. 

We also have teachers 
coming to the college to get 
help in teaching religion, he 
added. They seek a deeper 
knowledge to improve their 
teaching. And he noted that 
the separate school system in 


Edmonton will récognize the 
credits and degrees of these 
teachers. 

The course on Prayer is” 
one of a number of extension 
services which have been 
offered by Newman College. 
Despite that the fact that our 
people are so busy just with 
our students, said Father 
Weckend it is felt the college 
has arole to open up to the 
general public. As the 
college grows beyond a 
seminary to be really a theo- 
logical college, serving the 
church, especially in West- 
ern Canada, it must reach 
out into the community, he 
believes. Newman is a pro- 
vincially-approved _ college: 
and a fair number of its 
students are not planning to 
be priests or nuns. Enroll- 
ment las! year was appro- 
ximately 180 full and part- 
time students. 

There is a good spirit at 
this small college. ‘‘It is a 
nice thing about being on 
staff,’’ Father Weckend said. 
There is a lot of dedication - 
people will double up work 
loads - they want the college 
to succeed. And there is also 
a good community life, he 
feels. The student enroll- 
ment is not too big and there 
is a togetherness at Newman 
from which all the. people at 
the college draw support. 

Asked what he felt was 
really behind the apparent 
renewed public interest in 
prayer, and whether it 


mainly had to do with 
‘contemporary trends - cha- 
rismatic renewal,’’ the sub- 
ject of the final session of the 
course, Father Weckend said 
**no - not really the charis- 
matic thing, which is working 
itself out in the church.”’ 
Rather he went back to the 
several twists in direction 
taken since the Vatican 
Council in the mid-sixties. 
This was an exciting time in 
the church, he noted, when 
Pope Paul and Pope John 
generated enthusiasm for a 
more outgoing church. A 
church relating to the world 
,with stress on breaking out of 
archaic positions. Doubts 
were generated as well, as 
the church began to put 
heavy stress on activity. 


The regular supper meet- 
ing of the St. Albert Lady 
Lions was held on Monday; 
October 6 at the Club 
Mocombo with President 
Marilyn Gariepy presiding. 

Following the meeting 
Constable Ole Rannaoja gave 


Inner understanding of all 
this activity was perhaps 
somewhat lost or neglected, 
said Father Weckend. As 
time went on therefore, 
people who had been so 
active in relating to worldly 
problems began ‘‘running 
out of gas.’’ Activity, said 
Father Weckend can become 
meaning less - empty, and 
restricted to social service, if 
faith does not enter into the 
activity in any form. 

“*So the program on prayer 
looks at the past - at the roots 
of our religious heritage and 
culture.”’ 

This is a time when the 
church is not appealing that 
strongly to young people. It 
is a time when many young 
men and women run after 


an informative and interes- 
ting talk on home protection, 
stressing the fact that secur- 
ity of the home is a big 
problem in the summer 
months when people are 
away. He gave many practi- 
cal suggestions as to what 


other traditions. If cultures 
like those of the Far East and 
their tradition of practicing 
meditation are attracting 
people’s interest, this in- 
dicates a search for the inner 
self and a seeking out of 
something solid to hang onto 
in a troubled world. 

Such a time demands of 
church leaders a thoughtful 
re-examination of ways to 
make our Judean-Christian 
heritage of faith the anchor- 
ing rock it should be and can 
be, for the young, and for all 
men and women having that 
heritage. 


A glimpse of the dimen- . 


sions of prayer may be a first 
step in that re-examination 
for those involved in the 
current study program at 
Newman College.

Spotlight on Sturgeon 


Morinville’s 
proposal for 


sewer line tie-in 


There could be a joint statement from Morinville and St. 
Albert after a meeting October 15 where the two 
municipalities will discuss problems relating to Morinville 
tying into the St. Albert sewer line. 

Recently the Town of St. Albert sent a report on the tie-in 
by Stanley and Associates Engineers Ltd. to Morinville 
which gave that community three alternatives for system 
usage. 

None of the alternatives are quite right for Morinville 
according to Morinville Mayor Art Stapleton but he is 
hoping that something can be sorted out with St. Albert at 
the mid-October meeting so that the “people are not left 
dangling.” 

The mayor said that Morinville’s consultants Associated 
Engineers have come up with another alternative which 
better suits Morinville. 

He definitely rules out alternative ‘‘C’’ as set out in the 
Stanley Associates report. Mayor Stapleton also points out 
that at the moment he is unable to say much about the 
Associated Engineers proposal since it is confidential to St. 
Albert and the Department of the Environment. 

Alternative ‘‘C,” sees St. Albert providing the sewage 
transmission and treatment services to outside users and 
also assessing the service charge to recover both capital and 
operating costs. Mayor Stapleton said that he rules this one 
out because of ‘financial implications.” 

Morinville has also rejected alternative “A” where St. 
Albert would retain its sewage treatment and transmission 
capacity for its own long term usage. 

The other alternative which Morinville has hedged on 
would see St. Albert provide service in the treatment and 
transmission system to outside users for a capital 
contribution. Operating and maintenance costs would be 
recovered through a service charge. 


Mayor Archie Jenins des- 
cribed the opening of the 
complex as a red letter day 
for the village and wished 
that the last council he 
particularly remembered for 
getting the project going. 

There was a time when 
Bon Accord was only a site 
by some railway tracks the 
mayor pointed out taking the 
mind’s eye back some 60 
years. 

The village was incorpora- 
ted January 1, 1964 and the 
first council was formed in 
March of that year. The first 
council held its meeting in 
the Alberta Wheat Pool 
Elevators office. The initial 
assessment of the village was 
a low $200,000 compared 
with today’s figure of $1% 
million with the village still 
growing and the population 
at the 800 mark. 

Mayor Jenkins was the 
village’s original secretary- 
treasurer and told the crowd
